The Department of Mines Minerals and Energy is proposing to promulgate the Reclamation
Regulations for Minerd Mining to ensure the most beneficiad development of minera resources
and to minimize the effect of mining on the environment. This regulation (4 VAC 25-31) will
replace the present reclamation regulations, 4 VAC 25-30 Mineras Other Than Cod Surface
Mining Regulations.

The revison is necessary because of extensive formatting changesin present regul atory
requirements. The regulation addresses genera requirements, permit standards, bonding, and
generd performance standards for surface mineral mining, and enforcement.

Amendments to the regul ation were needed to address industry changes and changesin
technology, diminate duplicative or nonessentia requirements, clarify and strengthen current
requirements and establish new requirements. The amended regulation will help to ensure that
surface minerd mines are reclamed in amanner supportive of future use.

The DMME derives its authority to promulgate this regulation from Sections 45.1-161.3 and
45.1-180.3.

Section 45.1-161.3 gives DMME the authority to promulgate regulations necessary or incidental
to the performance of duties or execution of powers conferred under thistitle and other relevant
chapters, which regulations shal be promulgated by the Department, the Chief, or the Director,

as gppropriate, in accordance with the provisions of Article 2 of the Adminigtrative Process Act.

Section 45.1-180.3, Authority of the Director; states that the authority to promulgate rules and
regulaions to effectuate the provisons and the policy of this chapter and the authority to adopt
definitions for use in interpreting this chapter are vested in the Director.

The regulation is needed to ensure environmentaly sengitive mining methods are used during
active mining operations and to reclam mined land in order to preserve public hedth, safety and

physica property.
The regulaion defines and incorporates proper engineering practices to be used in the

reclamation of mined land. It isimportant that specific procedures are implemented and
maintained as to provide for the most beneficid use of post mine land.

The amended regulation (Reclamation Regulations for Minerad Mining, 4 VAC 25-31) has
substantia changes as recommended by the minerad mining regulatory work group and is
proposed to replace the Minerals Other Than Coa Surface Mining Regulations, 4 VAC 25-30.
The regulation is re-organized to improve clarity and understanding. It incorporates the most
recent mine industry engineering practices and the most recent practices involving environmenta
protection and sediment and erosion controls. Additiondly, this regulation consders the impact
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of minera mining and the proper management and protection of natura resources, including
surface and ground water.

The regulation is written to ensure compliance by mine operators, employees, contractors, and
other persons performing mine reclametion activities. The new reguletion removes many

required drainage and reclamation practices from the current revegetation guiddines and
Drainage Handbook and places the essentid requirements in the rule. The guiddines and
Handbook will be diminated. A new Minerad Mine Operator’s Manua will provide guidance on
minerd mining practices. The new regulation is designed to be more performance based and less
precriptive. The regulation exempts certain farming and construction work, cod mining,
prospecting and geologica investigations, government agency excavation and congtruction, and
certain types of surface minerd extraction consstent with the minera mining reclametion law.

Part | of the regulation defines and outlines rules and matters related to mineral mining.

Part |1 of the regulation is updated to clearly define new and permit renewa standards, fees,
mining plans, maps, and associated materias required of the operator before commencing
surface mining operations. It also outlines pre-mining requirements in a manner to ensure proper
reclamation and to alow for gppropriate post mining use.

Part 11 also sets forth requirements for the proper notification of the owners of property adjacent
to a proposed mineral mine.

Part I11 sets forth the requirements for bonding of minera mines, types of bonds, amount of
bond, bond release, and bond forfeiture. The section aso outlines participation of an operator in
the Minerds Reclamation Fund (MRF).

Part IV of the regulation contains reclamation performance standards, or those engineering and
agricultura requirements that the operator uses to comply with operationa standards and post
mining land use. This section addresses the protection of sensitive features, Sgns, roads,
congtruction standards, maintenance, grading and the proper trestment and handling of mine
overburden, spails, and fill materias.

The section aso addresses how the operator will manage streams, surface drainage, water
sorage and runoff. Lastly, the section defines find Ste stabilization and Site revegetation.

Part V addresses enforcement orders and informal and forma hearing processes.

This regulatory action should benefit the public by enhancing the proper use, development, and
reclamation of mined lands in a manner that is protective of the hedlth, safety and wefare of
citizens of the Commonwedth. This regulation isarevison of 4 VAC 25-30, Minerals Other
Than Cod Surface Mining Regulations.
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Alternatives

Please describe, to the extent known, the specific alternatives to the proposal that have been considered
or will be considered to meet the essential purpose of the action.

Review of this regulation includes work conducted by a regulatory work group committee.
Alternatives for each section of the regulation were considered. Some parts of the regulation
were consdered for eimination, most were found to be of vaue. These included the scope of the
regulation, ingpections, and modifications.

An dterndive to the revegetation guideines and the drainage handbook that are part of the
current regulations was to place dl essentiad performance based requirements into the regulation,
and diminate the guidelines and handbook. A new Minerd Mine Operator’'s Manud will be
developed to use as a reference when needing mine reclamation guidance. DMME did not accept
as an dternative, leaving these prescriptive standards in the regulation

Permit standardsin 4 VAC 25-31, Part 11 now reflect changes over the present regulation 4 VAC
25-30 to cover contiguous areas covered by asingle permit for asingle operator. The operator is
able to review maps and plansin the fidld with the inspector, prior to submittal of the permit
goplication. In addition, changes were made to clarify that mineral mining permits do not
supersede, prevent enforcement, or effect any other law of federal, Sate or local governments.

Reorganizing and clarifying the present section on permit applications was recommended by the
work committee. These requirements are being included in the new Part II, Permit Standards.
The information is reorganized into a section caled permit fee and bond. Thisin addition to the
sections on mapping, plans, boundaries, natifications and boundaries were combined under the
amended regulation. It is proposed that the permit fee and bond section reflect that fees be
submitted upon receipt of hilling.

Map information related to critical and sendtive areas was dlarified so the operator could more
easly understand and use the information. Consolidation of information, mogtly pertaining to
notification of property owners, code requirements, and performance standards, i.e., drainage and
eroson control, further combines efforts by the regulatory work group and the agency to make
permit applications more clear for the permittee.

The section regarding permit renewas and surety adjustments, Part V' of 4 VAC 25-30, was
revised to reflect cons stent regulatory requirements. For example, the requirement for annud
progress reports and maps was revised to enable the operator to submit a certification at renewd,
4 VAC 25-31-210, rather than to submit new progress reports and maps, provided there are no
subgtantive changes. Thisis amilar to the old map submitta requirement in 4 VAC 25-30-240.
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In4VAC 25-31, Part 11, the bonding requirement in 4 VAC 25-31-210 requires submitta before
the mine areais disturbed rather than 30 days after notification by the director at time of renewal.
The section also was revised to meet current code requirements and to be consistent with the
agency’ bonding and reclamation requirements.

It was recommended as an addition to Part 111 of the regulation in 4 VAC 25-31-280, that prior to
release of abond, dl requirements for reclamation be satisfied. It dso provides that the

reclamed land be able to support an gpproved post mine use. Additionaly, language in Part 111
was updated for clarity and congstency with other sections in the regulation and to reflect

updated bonding requirements of the Mineras Reclamation Fund.

The present Parts VI through IX (4 VAC 25-30-300 through 4 VAC 25-30-570) are incorporated
dternately asthe new Part IV (4 VAC 25-31-330 through 4 VAC 25-31-550) on Performance
Standards. It incorporates the use of mining terminology that lends itsdlf to the protection of
sengtive features and protected structures. The section on maintenance is being kept in the
regulation as recommended by the work committee to provide additiona guidance to the

regulated community with respect to drainage and road systems. An dternative to establishing
vegetative cover as stated in 4 VAC 25-30-330 was recommended in the new section on
abandonment, 4 VAC 25-31-350 (D). It was reworded to address post mining land use standards.

An dternative for the completion of active mining section, 4 VAC 25-30-400, wasto rewrite the
language to reflect adesired result rather than the prescriptive method of reclamation. This
change would address water protection, post mining land use and dopes through proper handling
of spail piles, stockpiles, and trestment of acid materids.

The dternative of placing performance requirements into the regulations, and iminating the
current prescriptive revegetation guiddines and drainage handbook was recommended. A new
Minerd Mine Operator’s Manud will dlow the mine operators to obtain relevant guidance on
mining and reclamation practices. This change would cover diversions, haulways/roads,
sediment control, overburder/spoil disposa, stream channels, land grading, refuse disposa and
handling, subsurface drains, and impoundments. Gabions, concrete, and shotcrete are added to
riprap in the new regulation (4 VAC 25-31-510) as an dternative method of stabilization to
vegetation (4 VAC 25-30-510) for erosion contral.
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Family Impact Statement

The purpose of the promulgation the regulation, Reclamation Regulaions for Minerd Mining, 4
VAC 25-31, isto replace the Minerds Other Than Coad Surface Mining Regulations, 4 VAC 25-
30. Thiswill not have a negative impact on the indtitution of the family or on family gability.
Ensuring that mined land is properly reclaimed and returned to beneficid use should have a
positive effect on the family by protecting the environment in the areas around mine Stes.
